OTTAWA (CP)—Prime Minis¬ 
ter Mackenzie King announced 
this afternoon that Walter S. 
Thompson, director of public in¬ 
formation, had been forced 
through lll health to take a long 
rest. 

C. H. Lash, Mr. Thompson's as¬ 
sistant, will carry on as acting 
director. 

Mr. Thompson, former director 
of publicity lor the Canadian 
National Railways, became head 
of the censorship co-ordination 
board immediately after the out¬ 
break of war. Shortly before the 
end of last year he became direc¬ 
tor of the government's public in¬ 
formation branch. 

Although he is not seriously ill, 
Mr Thompson is undergoing 
observation In a Montreal hos¬ 
pital and his physicians have or¬ 
dered a complete rest.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Presl 
dent Rooaevelt, addressing Con 
gmas at the outset of s new ses¬ 
sion, declared today the United 
Slates ultimately can become a 
leader for world peace, but that 
“we must likewise be prepared to 


“As will appear In the annual 
budget tomorrow," the President 
said, "the only important Increase 
In any part of the budget Is the 
estimate for national defend* 
Practically all other Important 
Items show a reduction. 

■Therefore, In the hope that we 
can continue in these days of 
increasing economic prosperity 
to reduce the federal deficit I 
am asking the Congress to levy 
sufficient additional taxes to meet 
the emergency spending (or na¬ 
tional defence.” 

The general welfare of the 
American people. Mr. Rooaevelt 
asserted, lies behind the army and 
navy as the ultimate line of de¬ 
fer or While production Is back 
at 1929 level, he said, the unem¬ 
ployment of mlllioni supplies a 
symptom of unadjusted difficul¬ 
ties In the economic system. 

"We refuse the European solu¬ 
tion of using the unemployed to 
build up excessive armaments 
which eventually result In dic¬ 
tatorship*,” the chief executive 
declared.

ALL FOB PEACE 

At one point In hit address Mr. 
' Roosevelt said the time was long 
past when "any political party or

SHAMBLES LEFT 

A quarter of a mile from the 
headquarters farmhouse where 
this is written Is a shambles of 
what was a Soviet supply column.

Encouraging Facta 

f ST ISSUED IN TORONTO BY THE 
Bank of Nova Scotia la a brief lummary 
of the cumulative index of buatneaa In Can¬ 
ada up to the Utter part of last year. Al¬ 
though a alight falling off la noted in aome 
branchea, notable advances In employment 
and Industrial production were found to be 
mainly the result of pronounced expansion 
in manufacturing activity. 

Manufacturing production rose steeply 
from September to October and In the Ut¬ 
ter month was at the highest point on record, 
surpassing both the peak of 1937 and thct of 
1929. Employment in manufacturing also 
showed a marked upturn which carried It to 
a point equal to IU former peak level. The 
greatest Improvement occurred In the Iron 
and steel division, while substantial Increases 
were noted in the pulp and paper, lumber, 
leather, foodstuff and tobacco product groups. 
Apart from the manufacturing Industries, 
the most encouraging development was a 
more than seasonal Increase In logging op¬ 
erations. There was, however, a slackening 
In construction, particularly in highway 
work. In mining, exports of base metals 
showed some recession, though employment 
In the Industry was fairly well maintained. 

Another point 19 be borne In mind about 
all surveys of Canadian business activities 
and prospects Is that the general commer¬ 
cial structure has withstood the transition 
period from peace to war remarkably well.

The rejection of human wisdom 
Is the rejection of human civilisa¬ 
tion, and Communism la demon¬ 
strating today, after a long trial, 
that It also has no power to abol 
lift despair. It has been lifted up, 
and It does not.draw men unto it.

The Daily Herald sees In the incident the 
suggestion that Hitler Is really beginning to 
consider himself the senior and Stalin the 
Junior partner In this association of sup¬ 
posedly hostile Ideologies. "Until a month 
ago," R recalls, "h was Stalin who dictated 
and Hitler who agreed: - for Germany was 
afraid of Russia. . . . The Germans are be¬ 
ginning quietly to squeeze the Russians- to 
suggest thst It Is time the Bolshevists began 
to do more for their Nazi friends In return 
for East Poland and the Baltic states " See¬ 
ing beyond this, however, the News-Chron¬ 
icle. while admitting that the economic as¬ 
sistance Russia Is st present giving Germany 
Is nothing to worry about were the Reich 
allowed to bring her organizing genius to 
hear In putting Soviet transport and war 
material production In a state of high effi¬ 
ciency. the position might be very different. 
There IS also the possibility, of course, that 
the whole thing Is part of a propaganda 
move to suggest that Russia la In a bad way 
Industrially, that she Is finding It difficult 
to produce what her army requires on her 
battle front, the Implication remaining that 
Finland's gallant troops are not In need of 
Immediate or any substantial assistance from 
the outside. If this to the game, neither the 
Allies nor the government at Helsingfors 
tail] be fooled. The Times of London, Inci¬ 
dentally, does not discount the suggestion 
that the rumor of Stalin’s appeal for help 
may have been Inspired by the anti Von Rib- 
bentrop faction In the Nazi party —that ele¬ 
ment which has never liked the Russo Ger¬ 
man entente, and apparently to less enamored 
of It now than before. 

While this discussion goes on—and much 
more of It may be heard—Britain's announce¬ 
ment of calling more troops to the colors Is 
a new Indication that the main purpose of 
the British and French peoples win be fol¬ 
lowed whether the thieves of Berlin and Mos¬ 
cow fall out among themselves or not. 
Neither Downing Street nor the Qual (TOrsay 
Is under any illusion as to what 1s aherd 
of the Allies. And If their policies err on the 
side of greater preparations for what to in 
store than circumstances appear to warrant, 
so much the better, but It to certain that It 
win take more than a tiff between Hitler 
and Stalin to disturb their purpose Sooner 
or later fhto fact may penetrate the skulls 
of both dictators. —

It is quite indisputable that the ultimate 
result of the war must be a considerable 
reduction In the standard of living of all 
those classes which can effect such a reduc¬ 
tion and still live healthy and decent lives. 
That the sacra flee must not be imposed on 
any other class to evident enough; people 
who alrtkdy- live, in slums and on an inade¬ 
quate diet cannot be expected to live in worse 
slums and on a worse diet, and It would not 
help the country at all If they did. The In¬ 
come tax will clearly have to be Intensified 
even further than It was at the last session 
of Parliament, and It will be very sound 
policy if It to made to apply to a somewhat 
lower range of Incomes than at present, 
where the Income is readily ascertainable 
and reasonably stable. 

Luxury expenditures may br divided Into 
those which result In some cultural benefit 
and those which do nbt. We should be sorry 
to see Canadians paying for their war by 
cutting down their expenditure on books, fur 
example, or high-grade music, or the better 
drama and cinema. On the other hand the 
wastes which result from gambling, exces¬ 
sive drinking.

If Charlemagne had dona noth¬ 
ing but build an empire, he would 
hardly have the right to the honor 
of being called great. As It was, 
he did other things of Importance, 
and he stands out among the 
monarch* of all time. 

Aa a child he did not learn to 
read or write, and a* a young man 
he waa too busy at war to do 
much to master these arts. 

When there came time* of 
peace, he called scholars to hla 
palaoe, and from them slowly 
learned to read the Latin lan¬ 
guage. In thoee days, and lor 
centuries afterward, Latin waa 
the common written language of 
western Europe. 

Charlemagne also learned to 
write i few wdrds. but he did not 
make much progress In this field. 
He felt that he had started to 
learn too late. 

We may wonder why a prince 
should have been 10 ill taught, but 
the reason Is easy to find. When 
Charlemagne waa a boy, It was 
not the custom In western Europe 
for boys to learn to read or write 
unless they planned to be priests 
or monks. 

Thinking of the future, Charle¬ 
magne made plant for a palace 
school, and carried them out.' 1 His 
children, and the children of other 
persons In the palace, were taught 
to read and write. 

Charlemagne also gave orders 
for schools to be started In many 
other places In France. He did 
not start anything like the fine 
modern system of public schools, 
but he did bring about a greater 
spread of teaming.
